FIREMEN’S MUSTER

rant so that a “‘hand-tight’’ connection is made. 


In the wet hose coupling event, a connection must be made to the hydrant 
quickly. Water must be able to pass through this connected hose with such 
a force to knock down a predetermined target. 


In the midnight alarm, firemen begin the contest on cots, and on the “go” 
signal, must don coats, boots and helmets and proceed through the wet hose 
coupling contest.

Open to riders ten years and under who have not won a blue ribbon in Equita- 
tion classes. Exhibitors may not compete in any other Equitation class. 


(5) JUNIOR ENGLISH EQUITATION OPEN 
Open to riders fourteen and under. To be shown at a walk, trot, and canter. 
(6) SENIOR ENGLISH EQUITATION OPEN 


To be’shown at a walk, trot, and canter. May be asked for individual perfor- 
mance. 


(7) PONY EQUITATION 
To be shown at a walk, trot, and canter (walk, jog, lope) both ways of the 
ring. 


(8) JUNIOR WESTERN EQUITATION 
Open to riders fourteen and under. To be shown at a walk, jog, and lope. 
(9) SENIOR WESTERN EQUITATION 


To be shown at a walk, jog, and lope. May be asked for individual perfor- 
mance. 


(10) PAIR CLASS—OPEN 
To be judged at a walk, trot, canter, or walk, jog, lope, and judged on sim- 
ilarity of horses and way of going together 

2 trophies—12 ribbons 


(11) ENGLISH TRAIL 


To be shown at a walk, trot, canter. Horses shown over and through obsta- 
cles. Shall be judged on manners, performance and substance in that order. 
(12) WESTERN TRAIL 

To be shown at a walk, jog, trot, and lope both ways of the ring on a rea- 
sonably loose rein, without undue restraint. Horses to be shown over and 
through obstacles. To be judged on performance, with emphasis on manners. 
(13) PONY TRAIL 

Open to riders fourteen years and under. To walk, trot (or jog-trot) canter, 
(or lope). Ponies shown over and through obstacles. Shall be judged on man- 
ners, performance, and substance, in that order. 


(14) OPEN JUMPING—HORSE 
Fences to start at 2’6’. May not enter Road Hack-Open Class. 


(15) PONY JUMPING 
Fences to start at 2’0”. 


(16) WESTERN PLEASURE 
To be shown at a walk, jog-trot, and lope on a reasonably loose rein. To be 
judged on manners, performance, and substance. 
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(17) ENGLISH PLEASURE 

To be ridden at a flat footed walk, collected trot, and easy canter with a 
light rein. Must stand quietly and back readily. To be judged on manners, 
performance, and substance. 


(18) PONY PLEASURE 

Open to riders fourteen years and under. To be shown at a walk, trot, and 
canter (or walk, jog-trot, and lope) with excessive speed to be penalized. 
Judged on manners, quality, and performance, in that order. 


(19) ROAD HACK—OPEN 

To be shown with a loose rein at a flat footed walk, trot, extended trot, 
easy canter, and hard gallop. Must stand quietly and back readily. May not 
enter Open Jumping—Horse Class. 


(20) WORKING STOCK HORSE—NO ROPE 
To be judged at a walk, jog-trot, and lope. Pattern to be explained by judge. 
(to include figure eight, etc.)
